For School District of Stratford, N. H. 
The above figures are for the year ending June 
30, 1928. A few remarks regarding the present 
school year may be of interest to the taxpayers. 
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We are trying out a new departure this year in 
transporting high school pupils from the southern 
part of the town to North Stratford. Previous to 
this year, pupils living more than two miles from our 
high school have been allowed a small amount of 
money for transportation and required to get to 
school as best they could. Several pupils from 
Stratford Hollow and East Stratford have attended 
Groveton High School, where they have been oblig- 
ed to pay their own tuition. Some have been obliged 
to leave high school because their parents could not 
afford the expense. 

Now that it has been proved practical to keep 
our roads open to automobiles in winter, the logical 
solution of this problem seemed to be to run a truck, 
at the expense of the school district, from Stratford 
Hollow to North Stratford, transporting all high 
school pupils to our own high school. Thus far the 
plan seems to be working very well. There seems to 
be at least three advantages in transporting these 
pupils to our own high school instead of allowing 
them to attend at Groveton. Pupils are now able to 
attend high school at less expense to parents; they 
help to build up the high school in their own town 
and the attendance of Stratford Hollow pupils at 
Stratford High School helps to create good feeling 
between the two sections of the town. Tax payers 
may be somewhat surprised to learn that the total 
cost of transporting pupils this year will be only 
about $200 more than was paid last year. 

At the request of several parents living between 
the Center school and North Stratford, some of the 
pupils who were formerly transported to the Cen- 
ter school are now transported to North Stratford. 
There are only seven pupils attending the Center 
school at the present time. The Committee believes 
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it would be desirable, both from the educational and 
from the financial standpoint, to close the Center 
school and transport all of the pupils from the Cen- 
ter district to North Stratford. These pupils could 
be transported in a conveyance which would be 
comfortable in all kinds of weather, at an expense 
considerably less than the cost of running the Cen- 
ter school. Another point which must be taken into 
consideration is the fact that the Center building 
does not meet the State requirements as regards 
light and toilet arrangements and, if the school is 
continued, this building should be remodeled. 

At Stratford High School, some important 
changes have been made in our program of studies. 
A four year Commercial Course has been introduced 
to meet the demand for a more practical training 
than has been offered in past years. Headmaster 
Currier and his assistants have also made some 
desirable changes in introducing more social life, 
more work in athletics, a school paper, debating, 
public speaking, etc. 

At the North Stratford building, hot lunches 
are being served to about 70 pupils who are obliged 
to carry their dinners. None will deny but what 
the eating of cold dinners, especially in cold wea- 
ther, is undesirable for growing children. The plan 
of the hot lunch is to serve some hot dish, such as 
soup or cocoa or something of that nature, to be 
eaten with the regular dinner brought from home. 
The basement at the school house has been fitted 
with tables and benches so that all may be seated 
and eat in comfort. Instruction along the line of 
table manners and etiquette is being given during 
this noon period. 

From all indications we have a very efficient 
corps of teachers at the present time, and the work 
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being done is satisfactory. During the last few 
weeks several tests have been given by the Super- 
intendent and he is able to report that he not only 
believes but has the evidence to prove that our 
schools rank very favorably with other schools in 
the state and in the nation. Stratford has good rea- 
son to be proud of its schools. 

From the present indications the financial needs 
for the coming year will be about the same as they 
are this year. The following table indicates the 
cost of maintaining our schools last year, the prob- 
able cost this year and the estimated cost next year. 

In estimating the cost for next year, no allow- 
ance has been made for remodeling the Center 
building. The State Department of Education has 
notified us that if the building is to be used another 
vear, it must be remodeled. Unless there are seri- 
ous objections, the committee plans to avoid re- 
modeling this building by transporting the seven 
pupils now attending the Center school to North 
Stratford. 

During the last few years we have had a large 
cash balance at the end of each year. At the end 
of the present year that balance will be very much 
less than during the previous year. Since this is 
so, the appropriation needed to balance the budget 
will be larger than last year.
